YESTERDAYS DEBATE. 

The debate in tho Housa yesterday, al- 
though, lileo miny other dabutux, terrainotinij 
in nothing, was nevertheless highly sug»ei- 
tive. One of tho most remarkable faatuies 
in the discussion was lhe willingness of the 
Speaker to accept tho proposition of Uer Ma 
jeaty'a Government— to lake the Crown 
uaiiu:, and pay tho (Jivil List. When we 
recollect thai it was (braugh the energy 
and plausibility of Dr. Helmcken 
that the resolutions or February wer" 
passed by the present Home and trars- 
milled lo England, (be suddenness of ibis 
trausformaiioii is, to say tho least, remark- 
able. Dr. Ilelmoken proposed th.it in order 
to get rid ol paying lour officials, without nn 
equivalent, lliey should pay the six salaries, 
which embrace the Civil List, and lake tho 
Crown Lands. There was somolhing un- 
usually illogical for the Speaker in the delails 
of the argument ; for one of the principal state- 
ments put forward by him in connection 
wilh the despatch, was that the Governor 
really had lhe power to pay lhe four officials 
out of tho Crown revenue, mid that at lhe 
worst Mr. Caidwell would inako it nil right. 
Overlooking Ihis view which hd put forcibly 
forth, Dr. Ilelmckou at once founds bis argu- 
ment on the premiss that lhe Home would 
have to volt) the salaries; therefore it wan 
belter to pay £5.800, and obtain some- 
thing near its equivalent, than vote about 
£2,0U0 and get nothing. We are not dis- 
posed lo quarrel with tha .Speaker at lhe 
means he employed to arrivj al a right con- 
elusion. ' To err is human," and we suppose 
Dr. Helmcken is subject occasionally to lhe 
same weaknesses as others; slill, lliere 
was something exceedingly grotesque in the 
second traiisfurmaden of the Speaker yes- 
terday. While a member o( the Committee 
of the Whole, it woo d appear thut a .Speaker 
should lose, wilh his Parliamentary position, 
bis Parliamentary knowledge, and become as 
liable to overstep 11 May " as other members. 
Ttiere is a kind ol irresponsibility in Ibis 
Committee business that ton often induces 
gentlemen lo sea how fai their erratic propen- 
sities can roally lead them. Dr. Helmcken 
yesterday spoke on a question, drew tip a 
motion on a question, anJ so soon as 
the Commitleo rose on a point of order as lo 
whether lhe mailer could be discussed, and 
submitted the question, as members of " lhe 
House," to the Speaker, that gentleman 
calmly anil in a dignified manner decided 
that the suhjeet was not in order. It wan 
ralher a novol sight— Dr. Helmcken in lhe 
Speaker's chair rebuking Dr. Helmcken speak- 
ing on tho floor. As we have said of li.e 
Doctor's previous: inconsistency, we repeal in 
this ; and " all's well thai ends well ; " if we 
lose a little of oar confidence in Hil gentle- 
man's judgment in Committee, it is moie 
than made up by his marked integrity and 
shrewdness while in the Speaker's ehai —an 
integrity that sacrifices the individual opinion 
or feeling of the mao to lhe justice and 
dignity of the offiee. 

Tbe decision of the Speaker, therefore, 
ended, and very properly, this unparliament- 
ary discussion. The question, however, has 
still to be settled. The communication of 
Governor Kennedy must be replied lo. His 
Excellency stales that unless lhe House 
makes provision for the four officials, their 
salaries must cease. Something, therefore, re- 
quires lobedono, and that at once. If the ofli 
cials should think proper lo resign, the machin- 
ery of tho Government would come to a dead- 
lock, and His Excellency would be required 
to prorogue the House and call it immediately 
together, in order that lhe whole proposition of 
the Civil List might be again brought up for 
consideration. That the present Mouse cm- 
nut, as we said yesterday, go buck on lhe 
aeiion ii has already laken, is evident — thai 
the Governor will not, with his present warn 
ol authority, pay the salaries is i .pally clear; 
the difficully, therefore, resolves itsoll into 
two propositions : either the officials must 
Wail for their salaries until such time as Mr. 
Card well authorises His Excellency to pay 
them — or the House must indemnify lhe Go- 
vernor for the necessary outlay until lhe mat 
ter is definitely .settled. We know lhal lhe 
members are sick oflba interminable session, 
aud that important us lhe question is 
there is a feeling lo get rid ol it quickly ; 
but we also know thai the surest and 
most eli'eelual way lo decide tho matter would 
be the very means which is most unpalat- 
able — a prorogation and re-assembling, The 
whole question of tbe Civil List could ag ain 
begone into, and as i,- is this tune unhutn. 
pored by the subject of Uiion — is there is 
nothing now to be stained by any further 
postponement, gf lhe Grown Lands question 
and lhe Civil List— the wisest thing the 
(numbers could .In would bo lo accept die 
proposition of Iler Majesty's Governmeiil. 
Dr Helmcken, no doubl, saw the mailer in 
this light yesterday, and was, like a prudeul 
man, willing lo r>":unl his former opinions 
when tho lime had gone by fin ih ir adoption, 
and when nothing could possibly be guimd 
by adhering to them. Wo have frequently 
alluded to the laci that lhe colony must, one 
way or Hit other, pay the Civil List. If lhe 
Crown lands proceeds will not enable lhe 
Imperial authorities to pay lhe whole ol it, 
tho members may make up tliuir minds to he 
obliged lo vote Iho remainder. It, therefore, 
does net mailer one straw, -o far as economy 
is concerned, whether we accept iho propo- 
sition or not, but as a question concerning 
Iho stability ol affairs, ii matters very much 
that these disagreeable contretempi should, 
for the future, ceuso.

Indian Incident. — Two Somcnos Indians, 
who, when very t oung. hud been carried oil 
as slaves by the Ktekin Indium, lately found 
their way buck to the place of Iheir nativity, 
to the great astonishment of their friends. — 
The captives had ben so long away, lbal 
tbey hud lost nil remembrance ol their home, 
bnt being inlormed by an old Stekin woman 
that they belonged to the Somenos tribe, lhey 
determined lo escape, and at length succeed 
ed. On their arrival at. Somenos, however, 
the Indians haviue a custom that a man once 
a slave, has lost caste, and can never aga'n be
